OSSINING, N. Y.-Composcd after 


twice having been within an hour of 
the electric chair, Mrs. Anna Antonio, 
28-year-old mother, made her plans 
Sunday for a new fight for life. She 
talked long with ht;r attorney, Daniel 
Prior of Albany, in the Sing Sing 
death house, of the case to be offered 
when he appears in court with a mo- 
tion for a new trial. 


The chief evidence will be the last- 


minute confession of Vincent Sactta, 
one of the two actual killers she is ac- 
cused of having hired to kill her hus- 
band, Salvatore, which absolved her. 


Armed with a special Supreme Court 


order, Prior was permitted to inter- 
view Saetta in the death house. He 
obtained affidavits repeating the story 
that Mrs. Antonio had nothing to do 
with the crime and charging "third 
degree' methods by Albany police. 


Mrs. Antonio has said she was tak- 


en from her three children at mid- 
night and put in a room where she 
could hear Saetta talking. Later, she 
said, an Italian detective told her she 
would bo given a "medal" if she con- 
fessed.

John Bradley, Negro Slay- 


er, Captured by Hope 


Police Sunday 


John Bradley, negro, 
sought 
for 


more than a year after s break from 
the Oklahoma penitentiary where he 
was serving a life sentence for murder, 
was captured here Sunday by officers 
Burke and Reaves. 


The negro's suspicious actions led 


to his arrest as he saundered about 
the Missouri Pacific railroad tracks. 


When searched of his baggage the 


negro had several pair of new shoes. 
Bradley said he purchaser them in 
Texas. 


Officers lodged him in jail, and then 


checked the police photograph gal- 
lery where they uncovered a pic- 
ture leading to the negro's identifica- 
tion. 


Presented tho picture, the jn;Sro ad- 


mitted he was a fugitive (rom justice, 
and expressed 
,1 willingness to re- 


turn to Oklahoma without fighting ex- 
tradiction. 


Bradley said that he was convicted 


in 1901) for killing another negro and 
sentenced to life in the state peniten- 
tiary. 


He had served more than 20 years, 


when a year ago Easter, he escaped. 
Bradley said he had been at liberty 
since. He told officers that he had at- 
tempted to leave the United States 
three time, but fearing his fingerprints 
in obtaining legal transportation pap- 
ers would reveal his identity, kept 
him in this country.

him of Bradley's capture. Authorities 
are expected here Tuesday to return 
the prisoner.

Rules and regulations have been set

These rules and regulations 
which are posted in each kitchen, are 
as follows: 


1. Every canning kitchen operating 


under authority of the Emergency Re- 
lief Administration must, meet the 
following sanitary requirements: 


a. Every paid employe must h 


a health certificate. 


b. Every banning kitchen must pro- 


vide adequate waste disposal. Drain- 
age must be provided for liquid waste 
to avoid contamination. Solid waste 
must bo either burned or placed in 
closed garbage cans and then later 
removed from premises. 


c. All canning kitchens must be 


corapis cely screened. 


d. Canning kitchens must have con~ 


Crete, wood or packed clay floors. If 
dirt floor is used it must be kept 
free of dust.

Darrow Board in 
Final NRA Attack 


Repeats Charge That Mo- 
nopolies Are Being Help- 


ed, Not Hindered 


WASHINGTON —(/P)— In its third 


and final report, Sunday, the Clarence 
Board asserted nothing had been done 
"to remove or even to restrain" mon- 
nopolistic practices which it said it 
had uncovered in NRA codes investi- 
gated by it. 


"On the contrary," the board said, 


"there seems a sinister purpose to en- 
trench them still more scurely in the 
processes of the act to make still more 
unquestioned the monopolistic sway 
of the great interests."

Under Estimates 


U. S. Treasury Fixes It at 


4 Billions-Had Expect- 


ed Over 7 Billions 


WASHINGTON.—(/P)—A deficit of 


$3,9S9,'196,035.42 was announced Sunday 
by the Treasury for tho first full fis- 
cal year of the Roosevelt administra- 
tion. 


The government spent 
$7,105,050,- 


08-1.95 against an income of $3,115,554,- 
0-19.53 and borrowed $4,514,468,854.33 to 
cover the diference and leave a size- 
able margin to carry into the new 
year. 


The borrowings ran the nation's 


public debt to an all time peak of $27,- 
053,141,414.48, against which the Treas- 
ury had a cash remainder on hand of 
?2,581,922,240.16, a sum $1,719,717,019.55 
greater than that with which the year 
began. 


Disbursements were divided into ?*,- 


004,135,550.81 for emergency recovery 
program purposes and $3,100,914,534.14 
for routine government expenses, the 
latter figure being $765,000,924.74 less 
than for the previous year. 


The principal items of the emer- 


gency outlays were $1,714,932,338.15 for 
the Reconstruction Finance Corpora- 
tion,

for the Civil Works. Administration,

can and amount of canning to do. 
This is very necessary so no products 
that are to be canned have to stand 
over night. Families must make dates 
for canning several days ahead so that 
products taken to canning center each 
day max be canned immediately. 


12. Each canning supervisor must 


have list of names of families in her 
community who will be furnished 
cant:. Opposite the name must be the 
number of cans which this family will 
bu furnished. The families who are 
furnished cans must secure cans at 
canning center in their locality und 
these cans must not leave center until 
filled by product furnished by this 
family.

AMENDMENT NO. 19 


Hoferred to the People by the 
General Assembly In regular 
session assembled, 1933. 


Be it resolved by the House of Rep- 


resentatives of the State of Arkansas 
and by the Senate of the State of Ar- 
kansas, n majority of all members 
elected to ench House agreeing there- 
to: 


That the following is hereby pro- 


posed as an Amendment to the Con 
stitution of (he State of Arkansas, and, 
upon being submitted to the electors 
of the State for approval or rejection 
at the next general election for Sen- 
ators and Representatives, if a major- 
ity of the electors voting thereon, at 
such nil election adopt such Amend- 
ment, the same shall become a part 
of the Constitution of the State of Ar. 
knnsas, to-wit: 


That Article 5 of the Constitution of 


tlie State of Arkansas be amended by 
adding thereto the following: 


SECTION 1. Not less than a major- 


ity of the members of each House of 
the General Assembly may enact a 
law. 


SECTION II. None of the rales for 


property, excise, privilege or personal 
taxes, now levied shall be increased 
by the General Assembly except after 
the approval of the qualified electors 
voting thereon at an election, or in 
case of an emergency, by the votes of 
three-fourths of Die members elected 
to each House of the General Assem- 
bly. 


SECTION III. Excepting 
monies 


raised or collected for educational 
purposes, highway purposes, to pay 
Confederate pensions and the just 
debts of the State, the General As- 
sembly is hereby prohibited from ap- 
propriating or expending more than 
the sum of Two and One-half Million 
Dollars for. all 
purposes, for any 


biennial period; provided 
the limit 


herein fixed may be exceeded by the 
votes of three-fourths of the members 
elected to each House of the General 
Assembly. 


SECTION W. In making appropria- 


tions for any biennial period, the Gen- 
eral Assembly shall first pass the Gen- 
eral Appropriation Bill provided for 
in Section 30 of Article 5 of the Con- 
stilution, and no other appropriation 
bill may be enacted before that shall 
have been done. 


SECTION V. No expense shall be 


incurred or authorized for 
either 


House except by a bill duly passed 
by both Houses and approved by the 
Governor. 


The provisions of the Constitution 


of the State of Arkansas in conflict 
with this Amendment are hereby re- 
pealed insofar as they are in conflict 
herewith, and this Amendment shall 
be self-execui;ne and shall take and 
have full effect immediately upon its 
adoption by the electors of the State. 


The above resolution was filed in 


the office of the Secretary of State of 
the State of Arkansas on the 30th day 
of January, 1933.

PROPOSED CONSTITUTIONAL 


AMENDMENT NO. 20 


Referred to the People by the 
General Assembly in regular 
session assembled, 1933. 


,Be it' resolved by the Senate of the 


State of Arkansas and the House of 
Representatives of the State of Ar- 
kansas, a majority of all members 
elected to each House agreeing there- 
to: 


That the following is hereby pro- 


posed as a amendment to the Consti- 
tution of the State of Arkansas, and; 
upon being submitted to the electors 
of the State for approval or rejection 
at the next general election for Sen- 
ators and Representatives, if a major- 
ity of the electors, voting thereon, at 
such an election adopt such amend- 
ment, the same shall become a par 
of the Constitution of the State of 
Arkansas, to-wit: 


Except for the purpose of refunding 


the existfng outstanding indebtedness 
of the State and for assuming and re- 
funding valid outstanding road im 
provement district bonds, the State o 
Arkansas shall issue no bonds or other 
evidence of indebtedness pledging th 
faith and credit of the State or any o 
its revenues for any purpose whatso- 
ever, except by and with the consent 
of the majority of the qualified elec- 
tors of the State voting on the ques- 
tion at a general election or at a 
special election called for that pur- 
pose. 


This Amendment to the Constitution 


of Arkansas shall be 
self-executing 


and require no enabling act, but shall 
take and have full force and effect 
immediately upon its adoption by the 
electors of the State.
